Jons )) in hopes of ſome DiteCtions from England 
for our firmer Settlement, yet ſince thoſe hopes 


by tne-Circathſtances of amairs in Europe, have Hhi-" 


herto fail'd us; & many things have by our ſearch 
and enquiry into matters of the Government and 
ations of ſeveral perſons, appear'd to us much o- 
therwiſe than they were repreſented, and ſince tho' 
we have had in our hands and keeping all publique 
Papers, and acquainted our ſelves with the Letters 
and Correſpondency which thoſe in Office and Go« 
vernnent had, both at home and in forreign parts; 
we cannot finde any grounds to charge the Plott 
or ;Deſigne on them af indeavouring to ſell the 
Country, or © procure any Violence to be done to; 
or atted upon the Inhabitants as was ſuggeſted : It 
Is highly neceſſary and propper for us ( not regard- 
Ing our paſlt aftions which ſpeedy Amendment may 
the ealter paſle by ) to conlider in-what ſtate-and 
condition we now ſtand with reſpe&t to our Du-= 
ty & Allegiance to the King and Queen of England, 
as becometh good Chriſtians and loyall SubjcCts ,

And in the fixſt place we muſt know that it is 
required afns. VFour Allegiance, that we bear a 
true and faithful obedience.and:fybjection to our 
Soveraign, This obedience is an incident inſepera+ 
ble to every Subject ; for as ſoon as he 1s born he 
oweth by birth- right Legiance 2nd obedience to his 
Soveraign. Ligeantia er vinculum fiaet, As the 
ligatures or ſtrings do knit together the jojnts of 
all parts of the body, Tſo doth Legiance join toge+ 
ther the Soveraign and all his ſubjxAs, and there= 
forc ſubjcts «rc bound to chey thor Soveraign, ang 
he is called their Leige Lord, becauſe he ſhould 
maintain and defend them. | 
" We are not only to ſubmit and yield obedience 
to the King as Supream, but unto Governours ag 
them thar are ſent by him, and unto all other Ofh- 
cers and Miniſters lawtully placed in Authority 
under him. 
| It is very well known to us all that Sr. Edmond 
eAndros is a Governour ſent by the King, appoint- 
ed and Authourized by Letters Patents under the 
great Seal - of England, to exerciſe anthority and 
Government over us in this their Majeities Terrt- 
tory and Dominioft of New-Engiand. And we mulb 
alſo know for a ccrtain truth, That that power 
and authority given to him, cannot determine ob 
be ſuperſeded by the Death or Remova!l of the late 
King James, but by their Majeities expreſs com= 
mand, and the Grant of the Government by Lets 
ters Patents to ſome other perſon. - And tho! force 
and * violence may reſtrain. and hinder his perſon 
from the Diſcharge of his duty, yet the power and 
authority veſted in him is not thereby lelſened or 
diminiſhed ; tis we are onely wanting in our duty 
and Allegiance, and fo far put our ſelves out of the 
Kings protection as we deny or.retule the means of 
authority he has appeinied for the ſame. 

The King in his politicall Capacity never dyes 
Therefore is there no time when it can be ſaid 
there is no King, the inconveniency would be too 
great if it were, and we never know the Death or 
Removall of - one but by the-proclaiming of the os 
ther, and then our Allegiance becomes due to him 
that is ſeated on the Throne: and: ſo:it is with Go» 
vernours and other Officers in Government as well 
as private ſubjefts. Their Allegiance and Duty is 
transferr'd to the Succeſſour 2s well.as ours, and 
they become ſervants of him who fits on the throne, 
and want no new orders or authority to malntaine 
the Government comimtred to their Charge under -., 
the Succeſſor, as well as under that priace who gralt» - 
ted the: powers, for it muſt never be admirted that 
any place or people can be without Government 
by Reaſon of the ſucceliion of ite Supream.

at Weſtminſter, Condemnd, made Null, and 
'Cancell'd;-and on an Exemplification of the Judg- 
ment 'Egainſt'it undet” the broad Seal of England 
and power of Goverriment given to a Preſident and 
'Councill, Ano 1686. Thie then Governour and 
'Company layd 'down the Government and left

King and Queen -onely, and all inferiour Officers 
and Miniſters ought to be appointed by them, 
therefore we myſt not lay them ail aſide at once 
and leave our felves without - any Authority- or 
Government. The worlt Government is- better 
than none ;. and we had better ſupport that which 
hath real Authority, and may help - to proteCt us, 
than that which js only imaginary, without any 
Authority, and can onely hurt and inſnare us, 
and bring miſeries on ourſelves and poſterity. 
Theſe Things are well worth our Conſidera- 
tion ſeaſonably ; and if well Reſolv'd and pur in 
praiſe may help to glofie and excuſe any paſt 
miſtaken Actions, ſave our Country from further 
ſpoil & -Deſolation, and in great meaſure regaing 
our good names and Credir abroad, and put us 
and our Neighbors into a firm Unity whereby 
we may be enabled not onely to protect and de- 
fend. our ſelves againſt the French, but to Ans 
noy them, of which never was greater need 
than at this Time, when our Weakneſſe in 
Government and Diviſions expoſe us to imminent 
Danger incaſe of an Attack, as we heare hath 
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2ominions.
